Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Ms. Adamovic proposed amendments in an effort to overcome the rejections of 
record. Specifically, Ms. Adamovic indicated that Applicant proposed amending claim 35 to further include the 
limitations of 41, or to amend claim 35 to further include the limitatioins of claims 41,44 and 45. Applicant argued that 
these amendments should overcome the rejections of record because the secondary references did not teach a 
hydroxyethyl starch fraction. The Examiner indicated that such amendments would not overcome the rejections of 
record as the primary reference, specifically, the teachings of Sommermever et al. in WO 2002/080979, already 
disclosed HES. The Examiner indicated that past review of the art suggested that Applicant has submitted other 
patent applications drawn to the limitations of claim 40, and therefore suggested that one avenue Applicant may 
consider is amending the limitations of claim 40 into independent claim 35. However, the Examiner cautioned that 
such amendment would also need to include sufficient arguments to overcome the rejections of record over instant 
claim 40. Ms Adamovic further indicated that Applicant thought the withdrawn invention drawn towards the method of 
preparation may be more patentable, and Queried whether a RCE could be filed for the examination of such claims, or 
whether it would have to be done in a separate application. The Examiner indicated that if Applicant chooses to 
pursue the method claims, it would have to filed as a divisional or continuation application .

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:
